since expended $50,000 in acquisition 


of properties, were hurled last night | 


by William Schley Howard, prominent 


attorney and former congressman. 

Howard produced copies of deed 
records showing that since April 21, 
1934, Talmadge has acquired 1,641.65 
acres of Georgia farm land at a cost 
of $20,363.75, and added “when he 
came into office as commissioner of 
agriculture, there was a court judg- 
ment of $2,400 against him—in fact, 
he lacked $2,400 of having a single 
cent.” The Governor has spent at 
least $30,000 in improving these prop- 
erties, Howard asserted. Eighteen of 
the 20 thousands were spent in 1035, 
he revealed. 

The Howard attack was a feature} @ 
of a DeKalb county Jefferson dinner 
held at the Candler hotel, Decatur. 
More than 100 persons enthusiastically 
applauded as the ex-congressman de- 
manded a presidential primary s0 
“you'll see this poor little Tom Dither 
buried beneath a deluge of democratic 
votes.”

|Marietta Jurist Says Mi-

Demand that a state presidential 
primary to select delegates to the na- 
‘tional democratic convention be set 
by the Georgia democratic executive 
session at its meeting tomorrow was 
made yesterday by Judge Newt A. 
Morris, of Marietta, Roosevelt sup- 
porter and member of ‘the state com- 
mittee. 

Judge Morris, in a letter to mem- 
bers of the committee, urged them to 
attend the meeting to be held at 11 
o’clock tomorrow on the roof of the 
Ansley hotel. 

“To deny Georgians this . right 
would be in violation of the funda- 
mental principles of democracy, would 
be in excess of and beyong the au- 
thority conferred upon them (the 
state committee) and would, there- 
fore, be null and void and of no ef- 
fect,” Morris pointed out to commit- 
tee members. 

Minority Should Act. 

“Should a majority of the state 
committee proceed irregularly and re- 
fuse to call a presidential preference 
primary, I feel that the minority of 
the committee should stay regular, 
remain in session and pass a resolu- 
tion calling for such a primary ahd 
provide fules and regulations for 
same,’ Morris continued. 

The latter assertion was construed 
‘to mean that, regardless of what the 
majority of the committee does, if it 
fails to call a preferential primary,

Japan Seizes Six Mongol Officials, 
Charging Plot Instigated by Russia 
. 


Governor, 5 Others Said 
Pretending Loyalty To 
Aid Reds. 


TOKYO, April 13.—(4)—The Japa- 
nese army, after seizing six high Mon- 
gol officials of the state of Manchu- 
kno, charged tonight ‘they were’ in- 
volved in a plot “apparently the re- 
sult of outer Mongolia’s campaign 
against Manchukuo at the instigation 
of soviet agents.” 

The six were brought to Hsinking, 
capital of the Japanese directed state, 
to go before a court-martial. 

Relatively high Japanese and Man- 
chukuoan' casualties in récent border 
fights with soviets and Mongols, a 
Japanese army communique at Hsink- 
ing asserted, were due largely to in- 
formation furnished outer Mongolia by 
the six “plotters.” 

Ling Sheng, governor of north 
Hsingan province, was arrested along 
with five other officials at Hailar. 
Ling Sheng had been considered the 
most important Mongol official in the

KALGAN, Inner Mongolia, April 
13.—(*)—The Japanese army, appar- 
ently disregarding the nominal Chinese 
sovereignty in inner Mongolia, has 
installed modern military equipment 
at strategic points, informed sources 
said today. 

Tnis equipment includes 
fields and wireless stations. 

The Japanese have taken necessary 
measures to insure absolute control 
of the 400-mile high road from Kalgan 
to outer Mongolia. In the event of 
war between outer Mongolia and Man- 
choukuo, involving their 
sponsors, Russia and Japan, this road 


might become a main avenue of Jap- 
anese attack.

The black shirt commander added 
a second column occupied the Ethio- 
pian customs post near Gallabat,. west 
of Gondar, scattering groups of armed 
defenders in their offensive. 

Informed sources hére pointed ‘out 
that control of the customs post gives 
to Italy the most important trade link 
between Ethiopia and the Sudan. 
© Gallabat is at the crossroads of 
caravan trails irom Gondar to va- 
rious Sudanese trading centers. Its 
loss to Ethiopia is reckoned as a blow 
for the Negus who, Italians assert, 
has been receiving supplies from Su- 
dan through this point where they 
are distributed to Addis Ababa and 
the north. 

Forty-six Italian nationals were 
killed and wounded in an encounter 
between a small body of Aosta lancers 
and a larger band of Ethiopians near 
Audara on the southern front, the 
field marshal declared, adding ‘The 
enemy losses were considerable.”

GOVERNOR NAMES 
WOGES TO DECIDE 
ON ‘UCTATORSHE 


Five of Six Supreme 
Court Bench To Pass on 
State Fiscal Tangle Are 
Appointees of Talmadge

The first supreme court test of Gov- 
ernor Talmadge’s financial “dictator- 
ship” of Georgia will be heard by a 
bench composed of five appointees. of 
the Governor and Justice Marcus 
Beck. 

Four of. the six justices of the 
state’s highest tribunal yesterday dis- 
qualified themselves because relatives 
held stock in one or more of the three 
Atlanta banks and one Marietta bank 
involved in the litigation. 

Those who disqualified. 

Chief Justice Russell and Justices 
Atkinson, Gilbert and Bell. 

Justices Hutcheson and. Beck did 
not disqualify. 

Hutcheson owes his position in the 
court to the Governor, who named him 
to succeed the late Justice Hines. 

As soon as the supreme court nofi- 
fied the Governor of the disqualifica- 
tions, Talmadge sent telegrams to su- 
perior court judges whom he desired 
to serve in the cases of the banks. 

His office announced it was neces- 
sary for the Governor to hear from 
the judges before announcing the 
names of those who would sit on the 
bench, 

The Governor is to select superior 
court judges to sit in the case, filling 


the places of those disqualified. Thus 
five of the six will be of his selection. 

The cases, filed separately by the

G. O. P. Members of Com- 
mittee Demanding That 
WPA Be Dismantled. 


WASHINGTON, April 13.—(4)— 
Republican members of the house ap- 
propriations committee were repurted 
ready today to demand that Harry L. 
Hopkins’ Work Progress Admunistra- 
tion be dismantled and the relief prob- 
lem be turned back to the states. 

Yhis became known as a group otf 
democrats and republicans began cir- 
culating petitions urging that $70UU,- 
000,000 of the new $1,500,000,000 fund 
requested by President Roosevelt to 
continue WPA be earmarked for Sec- 
retary Ickes’ Public Works Admun- 
istration to build large permanent 
projects. The petitions will be taken 
to the White House. 

Under the republican committee- 
man’s plan—expected to be placed be- 
fore the house in the form of a mi- 
nority report—only a few hundred 
million dollars would be appropriated 
by the federal government for relief 
purposes and this would be granted to 
the states to help them in caring for 
the needy. 

Report by Hopkins. 

Just before the appropriations com- 
mittee, considering the $1,500,000 re- 
quest, resumed its hearings this morn- 
ing, Hopkins began nation-wide dis- 
tribution of a large, illustrated report 
describing the works program as 4& 
“great forward step.” It said that 
when the value of public improvements 
and conservation of human morale

The report also asserted that “gov- 
ernment aid will be. necessary as long

Besides the cord, police said, their 
most promising leads involved two un- 
identified men who tried to force their 
way into Beekman place homes re 
cently. Good descriptions of both 
these men have been obtained. _ 

On the chance the slayer, believed 
to be mentally unbalaneed, might: at- 
tend the service, detectives scrutinized 
visitors at Mrs. Titterton’s funeral.

ROOSEVELT GAINS CONTINUE 

Faced by incontrovertible  evi- 
dences of continuing betterment in 
business and the accompanying in- 
crease in the nation-wide popularity 
of President Roosevelt, republican 
spokesmen are resorting to every 
possible argument to stem the tide 
of democratic strength. 

It is apparent that the seeds of 
doubt and discontent they are try- 
ing to plant are falling on barren 
ground—chiefly because they can 
find no sound and logical arguments 
to back up their attacks, 

Illustrative of the desperation of 
the republican spokesmen in their 
search for anything to stop the 
democratic sweep is the recent 
statement by Mark Sullivan, leading 
republican commentator, that “it 
would be a mistake to assume that 
April optimism means November 
victory for the party in power.” 

There is no. more astute nor able 
student of political conditions and 
drifts in the United States than Mr. 
Sullivan, and the fact that so capa- 
ble a writer can give no more Ccon- 
vincing contribution to the effort 
to stop the Roosevelt gains empha- 
sizes the hopelessness of the at- 
tempt. 

Convincing evidence of, the 
steady growth of Roosevelt support 
is found in the report of “America 
Speaks,” weekly survey of Ameri- 
can public opinion, that the poll of 
the President’s popularity con- 
cluded on April 1 reveals, as did 
the four preceding monthly polls, 
that the drift to the democratic 
standard is progressing unimpeded 
by the efforts of the republicans. 

The “America Speaks” poll for 
March indicates 343 electoral votes 
for the democrats, with only 128 for 
the republicans and 60 ddubtful. By 
April 1, the survey shows, the dem- 
ocratic strength had grown to 365 
votes, with 150 for the republicans 
and only 16 doubtful. 

Increasing confidence and con- 
tinuing reports of business gains 
leave no doubt as to the cause of 
the democratic gains. Reports from 
every section of the country show 
that both in respect to wholesale 
and retail trade, the pre-Easter busi- 
ness was the best since 1929, being 
from 10 to 20 per cent over last 
year. 

Undoubtedly the ®and wagon 
march is on and the voters of the 
country as a whole in November will 
follow the example set by the co- 
horts of democracy when they, as 
is now definitely assured, fall in 
practically unanimously behind the 
Roosevelt banner at the Philadel.

PAN-AMERICAN DAY 

Today the 21 nations of the two 
Americas will join in the observ- 
ance of Pan-American Day, an an- 
nual celebration dedicated to the 
development of more intimate com- 
mercial, social and cultural relations 
between the United States and the 
Latin-American countries. 

President Roosevelt, in his procla- 
mation setting the date for Pan- 
American Day, urges that the peo- 
ple of this country “observe the day 
with appropriate ceremonies, there- 
by giving expression to the spirit 
of continental solidarity and to the 
sentiments of cordiality and friend- 
ly feeling which the government 
and people of the United States en- 
tertain toward the peoples and gov- 
ernments of the other republics of 
the American continent.” 

Throughout the United States 
colleges and schools, civic associa- 
tions, women’s clubs, chambers of 
commerce, service clubs and other 
groups will observe the day. 

The presidents of the 20 Latin- 
American nations have also pro- 
claimed Pan-American Day and in 
these countries similar groups will 
join with their fellow Americans to 
the north in seeking to intensify 
the bonds of friendship and re- 
spect. 

In no section of the United 
States is there greater. reason for 
full co-operation in every move- 
ment looking to greater intimacy 
between the Americas than in the 
south. Through this area there 
pours a constant stream of traffic 
back and forth between North and 
South America, in southern colleges 
are hundreds of Latin-American stu- 
dents, and the trade between south- 
ern industries and exporters and 
the nations to the south is an im- 
portant phase of our economic 
structure.

WOULD WE STARVE? 

If Georgia were cut off from those 
states from which we buy so much of 
the food which we could so easily 
raise, would we go to work or starve? 
A good, friend takes me to task for a 
recent observation with reference to 
the amount of corn we buy annually, 
and when I asked him to look at the 
facts, he agreed that however much 
we may be humiliated over the situa- 
tion, we are allowing thousands of 
acres to grow up in weeds while we 
buy train loads corn and other 
grains from neighboring states and 
foreign countries. 

And now comes a statement from 
Dean Paul W. Chapman, of the Col- 
lege of Agriculture of the University 
of Georgia, to the effect that we would 
have to raise 957,000 more hogs an- 
nually to supply our present low 
average of consumption of hog meat; 
83,000 cows to produce our low 
average of consumption of dairy prod- 
ucts; 197,000 beef cattle to meet our 
low average of beef consumption; 65,- 
000 sheep to meet our low average of 
lamb consumption, and 3,300,000 fowls 
to meet our demands for eggs and 
fowl meats. If Georgia farmers would 
produce the above livestock, it would 
mean an increase of $39,962,000 an- 
nually in their income. If Georgia’s 
consumption of livestock products were 
raised to the nation’s level, it would 
mean more than a hitindred million 
dollars annually *in the pockets of 
Georgia farmers. 

Dean Chapman goes on to say that 
we buy an average of 20,000 horses 
and mules annually, costfig approxi- 
mately $2,500,000, and he is of the 
opinion that we could not only raise 
these horses and mules, but an added 
supply for the market. He indicates 
that Georgia is showing slight advance 
in likestock production and he be- 
lieves we will continue to increase our 
assets and reduce our liabilities in 
this particular.

Many Wrongs. of this country 
have exposed and 
corrected so many wrongs and wrought 
so many material and political im- 
provements in their respective com- 
munities and in the nation at large, 
that the score of the bad actors in 
the business is comparatively small. 
Still I don’t believe there has ever 
been a time when the general public 
has kept such a close watch on the 
newspaper business as today and cer- 
tainly. never in my time have the peo- 
ple been so inquisitive regarding rea- 
sons why a publisher takes a certain 
attitude on a given proposition or 
candidate. I may exaggerate the in- 
telligence of the readers, but it seems 
to me, that nowadays they are in- 
clined to scoff at the romance of 
journalism and to put a mental re- 
sistance against propaganda and news 
which has been colored for motives 
which can only be felt rather than 
sensed or seen. I believe Mr. Roose- 
velt started this skepticism early in 
his reign when he reminded the press 
that the boon of freedom was accom- 
plished bY compensating duties and 
responsibilities toward the community 
which confers the privilege. 


In plainer words, the freedom of 
the pees does not include a right to 
blac guard anyone who gets in a pub- 
lishers way in politics, business or 
private social matters nor should «it 
confer on a mighty publisher the right 
to ruin a man by keeping him out of 
print for motives of personal spite. 


Pr The press is a trust which 
on° obviously calla for ~ the 
Is Trust. highest character and when 
an order comes down. to 
silence a public character by excluding 
his name from the paper for selfish 
reasons for the purpose of doing him 
harm that is an abuse of the trust. 
There are some newspaper employes, 
t trade

and racketeers, practicing something 
which amounts to coercion if not ex- 
torition on individuals wh living 
depends on publicity and who there- 
fore are afraid to offend them. 
There are matters of common 
knowledge in cauliflower circles in 
New York and notorious in the movie 
industry which is no infant any more 
and the freedom of the press thus is 
more seriously threatened from Within 
than by any current action of the 
executive or legislative branch of the 
government. There are always a cer- 
tain proportion of newspaper employes 
who are grafters by nature and who 
approach journalism with undeniable 
newspaper skill, but with absolutely 
no “feel” for the business. The per- 
centage is small, but the scandal is 
great and the reputation of the Amer- 
ican press suffers disproportionately 
for the conduct of a few members who 
are not the type and never did belong.

his life has been glorified.” 

According to McGuire, there is only 
one thing the great stage maestro 
would question in his screen biography 
—the omission of several world-famous 
figures surrounding his lifetime. 

“If I’d included them, the studio 
might have been swamped with law- 
suits, the picture would have been six 
hours too long. For instance; I had 
to leave out Gene Buck, Ziegfeld's 
talent scout, and the writer of several 
of his hit songs. It was he who dis- 
covered Will Rogers, and brought him 
into the old follies. Max Hart, the 
agent, is another I ignored. Hart was 
responsible for introducing Eddie Can- 
tor to fame and fortune, by offering 
to pay Ziegfeld Cantor’s salary for 
‘the Midnight Frolics.’ in Wlorida, if 
he failed to make good.” 

That even the great Ziegfeld could 
make mistakes regarding the hiring of 
talent was revealed by McGuire. 

“On one occasion, when Ziegfeld 
returned to New York after a vacation 
in Florida, hy went immediately to see 
his roof show, in which Paul White- 
man was starred.’ The ‘Three Rhythm 
Boys’ had been hired in his absence. 
After hearing them sing, -Ziegfeld or- 
dered. them off the roof. One of them 
was ,Bing Crosby !” 

Ziegfeld’s success as a showman— 
and man—is attributed by McGuire to

Ziegfeld’s closest friends are the 
first to admit that the producer’s tem- 
per was not of the placid variety.

“He sent the following wire 
to George White, who once worked 
for him'as a dancer. ‘I'll give you and 
Ann Pennington fifteen hundred dol-.

White countered with: ‘I'll 
give you and Billie Burke (Ziegfeld’s 
wife) three thousand dollars to open 
in the Scandals at end of Follies.’ ”’ 

Charles Dillingham (portrayed in 
the film by Frank Morgan) was an- 
other rival producer with whom Zieg- 
feld quarreled continuously and acri- 
moniously. But underneath the str- 
face hickering the two men were close 
friends. 

“Ziegfeld and Dillingham both tried 
to sign up a Spanish singer receiving 
a great deal of notoriety in this coun- 
try,” McGuire related. “Dillingham 
signed her to a contract. The day 
after she arrived in New York, the 
two impresarios met in the elevator 
of the: Savoy-Plaza on their way ‘to 
see her. ‘I'd. like to have you meet 
my Spanish star,’ said Dillingham to 
Ziegfeld. ‘What do you mean, your 
Spanish star?’ replied Ziegfeld heat- 
edly. ‘I sent her a cable before you 
ever thought of her. She’s under con- 
tract to me.’ The singer proved to 
be 50 years old and a complete flop 
as a singer. On the way home, Zeig- 
feld said, ‘I don’t think much of your 
star, rlie,’ ‘She's not mine—she’s 
yours,’ Dillingham retorted.

Modern Objectives of Penology 


Told by U.S. Prison Expert Here: 


Modern methods of dealing with 
crime and criminals have three out- 
standing characteristics, Dr. F. Lovell 
Bixby, associate director of the bu- 
reau of prisons of the United States 
Department of Justice, told a gather- 
ing of 200 Gedrgia probation officers 
and penologists last night. 

Those three outstanding characteris- 
tics, according to Dr. Bjxby, are: 

Penology seeks the protection of so- 
ciety rather than revenge against the 
individual criminal. 

Penology faces the fact that human 
beings are complex and that no one 
form of treatment will serve to change 
all human nature. 

Penology deals with a variety of 
methods, rather than with one method. 
Keynote of Conference. 

Dr. Bixby’s discussion of penology 
was the keynote feature of a confer- 
ence on crime control and prevention

Dr. Bixby came from Washington 
for the conference as the representa- 
tive of Sanford Bates, director of 
prisons. The subject of his address 
last night was “The “Place of Proba- 
tion in a Program of Crime Preven- 
tion.” : 

In outlining the three basic prob- 
lems of penology, he said: 

“It is not necessary to defend the 
thesis that whatever is done to a con- 
victed criminal should be done from 
the point of view of protecting society 
rather than seeking revenge. 

“In so far as the control and pre- 
vention. of crime is concerned, we have 
learned one thing of major signif- 
icance. Human beings are not governed 
entirely by fear. The search for pleas- 
ure is at least as powerful a motive 
in human conduct as the avoidance of 
unpleasantness. 

No Cure-all for Crime. 

“It would be easier to go on blind- 
ly believing’ that the imposition of 
long sentences to be served in prisons 
and prison camps under conditions 
which inelude every conceivable form 
of inconvenience and discomfort would 
frighten people and deter them in 
committing, crimes: But that would be 


possible.

The deterrent value of “conse- 
quences” lies not in the severity of 
the consequences but in their ines- 
eapability, Dr. Bixby pointed out. He 
cited the continued and growing use 
of airplanes, automobiles and ships in 
spite of potential dangers. 

“Men are sent to prison as punish- 


A.;ment and not for punishment,” said 


Dr. Bixby. ‘It is definitely recognized 
that the task of the modern prison in- 


cludes an effort to prepare ‘prisoners 
‘for return to normal social life, Pris- 
ons do not protect our communities 
if men leave the prison more anti- 
social. and more desperate then they 
were when they entered. 


Not Torture Places. 


WAS a result of this broader and 
more intellectual approach, modern 
prisons are no longer places of phys- 
ical torture. Cleanliness, sanitation, 
proper diet, adequate medical care, 
education, constructive employment, 
wholesome recreation and reasonable 
opportunities for self-expression are 
‘not only taken for granted but in- 
sisted on in any penal institution 
worthy of the name today.” 

Probation, said Dr. Bixby, is one 
of the most important devices. of 
modern penology. 

“The very essence of probation is 
that it seeks to treat the offender and 
rehabilitate him in the environment 
in which he must live the rest of his 
life,” said Dr. Bixby.

“It is not, however, the relativel 
low cost of. probation which consti- 
tutes its chief advantage,” declared 
Dr. Bixby. “The fact that probation, 
properly administered, is the most ef- 
fective method of dealing with cer- 
tain types of offenders is far more 
important to the citizens of any 
state.” 
Statistics quoted by Dr. Bixby 
showed that 97 per cent of those who 
successfully completed their proba- 
tion had never again been in trouble.

IS MORE RESTLESS 

The temper of our youth has be- 
“come more - more cots 


tical questions, 
to evade or to avoid deserves your 
confidence. 

Many older people seem to take 
unmerited pride in the mere fact 
that they are adults. When youth 
comes crashing in on them with en- 
thusiasm and ideals, they put on 
their most patronizing smiles and 
pat the young man or the young 
woman on the shoulder and in a 
worldly-wise sort of way send them 
out with what they call their bless- 
ing. But—as every young. person 
knows—that is not a blessing; it is 
a cold shower. What they have real- 
ly said to you is: “You're young. 
Enjoy your enthusiasms and your 
ideals while you can. When you 
grow . and get out in the world 
you will know better.” And the 
tragedy is that so many young peo- 
ple do just that: They do grow 
up and. growing up, they grow away 
from their enthusiasms and from 
their ideals. That is one reason 
why the world into which they go 
gets better so slowly. 


And you and I know now, that

duction. It does not matter very 
greatly what the cause of this is, it 
may be a greater efficiency; it may 
be the development of new machin- 
ery; it may be a variety of other 
causes. We cannot legislate against 
greater efficiency nor can we legis- 
late against the use of new tools— 


nor would we if we could. But the/ 


fact remains, And that fact requires 
an answer. , 

Some people tell you that even 
with a completely restored prosperity 
there will be a vast permanent army 
of unemployed. i do not accept that. 
No man who is sensitive to human 
values dares to accept that. That is 
why we are not content, merely, to 
restore what is sometimes called 
prosperity. We propose to attack 
the problem from every conceivable 
angle. 

We readily admit that a greater 
purchasing power, far more widely 
distributed, will mean the consump- 
tion of more goods—industrial prod- 
ucts and farm products. The produc- 
tion of these goods will mean more 
employment. Most businessmen be- 
lieve with us in a greater purchasing 
power on the part of more people; 
they know that their businesses 
will be helped thereby, 


extremes. I say to you “Do some- 
thing ;” and when you have done that 
something, if it works, do it some 
more, and if it does not work do 
something else. 

And you young people want action. 
You believe, as I believe, that the 
something which needs to be done, 
ean be done. And how significantly 
American it is to believe that. 

The vigor of our history comes, 
largely, from the fact that, as a 
comparatively young nation we have 
gone fearlessly ahead doing thi 
that were never done before. We eub- 
dued a wilderness that men said 
never could be conquered.

ANOTHER ANGLE 
OF RE-EMPLOYMENT 

An there is another angle of re- 
employment which from the point of 
view of youth, is worth pursuing. I 
will point it by an illustration. In a 
certain manufacturing industry the 
average hours of weekly work were 
greatly curtailed under the operation 
of the National Industrial Recovery 
Act, and, curtailed, incidentally, 
with the complete support of the 
great majority of employers within 
the industry. When this act came to 
an end, average hours of work were 
36.4 hours per week. Since that time 
the great majority of employers in 
this particular indus continued 
the old NRA acale of hours. But 


gradually, first a few and then aj 


larger number of employers began 
lengthening the work week. The re- 
sult today is that the average of em- 
ployment in this industry is 39.9 
hours per week. Not a serious differ- 
enece you say. And yet if you figure 
it out on the assumption that there 
were 166,500 men and women in this 
industry, 10 per cent or 16,650 peo- 
ple have either lost their jobs or, by 
working longer hours, are preventing 
16,650 other people from getting em- 
ployment. Actually the records show 
that 1,400 people lost their jobs and 
15,250 other people were kept from 
getting work. 

It seems reasonable; therefore, that 
industry can contribute in great 
measure to the increase of employ- 
ment if industry as a whole will un- 
dertake reasonable reductions of 
hours of work per week, while, at the

Alabama Legislature Plans

P.O.TO HOLD MAIL 
OF TREASURE HUNT 


U. S. Will Detain Letters 
Pending Outcome of .In- 


junction Hearing. 


WASHINGTON, April 13.—(4)— 
Thomas G. Lamphier, president, yaid 
today that a federal judge had in- 
structed Postmaster General Farley 
to hold all mail of the Grant National 
Treasure Hunt pending a hearing on 
its demand for an injunction to pre- 
vent postal authorities from marking 
mail addressed to them “fraudulent” 
and returning it to the sender. 

Such instructions were given post- 
masters under a “fraud order” issued 
by the Postoffice Department Friday. 

Attorneys for the treasure hunt 
said that, under the order, the mail 
would be impounded in the postoffices, 
and not geturned to senders, until Jus- 
tice F. Dickinson Letts, of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia supreme court, can 
hear the organization’s argument that 
it was unfairly barred from use of the 
mails by the department’s finding that 
it operated a lottery.

It said the final result of the cot- 


ton control program probably would

years. 


Reduction in cotton production 


during the three years of crop con- 
trol was said to have increased grow- 
ers’ income by about $276,000,000, 
while a total of approximately $41%,- 
000,000 was paid in federal benefits. 


The price advances attributable to 


cotton loans and crop restrictions, the 
institution said, was expected to be 
more than offset in the 
losses from expansion of foreign pro- 


future by 


duction and decreased foreign con- 
sumption of American cotton. 

The report said the extent to which 
foreign markets were lost under the 
AAA cotton program, could not be 
measured accurately, but as the price 
of American cotton was forced up- 
ward, foreign mills turned more and 
more to foreign cotton. 

If the foreign market is to be re- 
gained, it asserted, prices of American 
cotton must fall relatively low as com- 
pared with those for the foreign staple. 

The cotton loan policy was blamed 
for.larger reductions in production 
than would have been made other- 
wise.

It was there that he 
heard, listening through old-fashioned 
ear-phones, a radio announcement by 
Eddie Cantor that the comedian 
would give a $5,000 college scholar- 
ship to the youngster submitting the 
best 500-word essay on how to as- 
sure world peace. 

He won the contest and, in new 
clothes, came here as Cantor's guest 
to receive his award. Today he was 
summoned to the office of Cantor’s 
manager, Benny Holzman, There he 
was confronted with “his” essay, in 
the pages of the December, 1935, issue 
of “Peace Digest,” under the name 
of Dr. Frank Kingdon, president of 
the University of Newark. 

Lioyd admitted readily they were 
the same. And he told euch a simple, 
straightforward story that Cantor, and 
most of the press, believed him inno- 
cent. 

“I didn’t think there was anything 
wrong about it,” Lioyd said with a 
shy smile. “I never got the rules 
myself. I didn’t understand that it

To Join Louisville Courier-Journal 


RICHMOND, Va., April 13.—4)— 
Mark F. Ethridge, president and pub- 
lisher of the Richmond Times-Dis- 
patch, has resigned to become on May 
1 general manager of the Louisville 


Courier-Journal and Louisville Times, 
of Louisville, Ky. 

The Times-Dispatch board of direc- 
tors, in making the announcement, 
added that Mr. Ethridge would con- 
tinue as president and publisher of the 
Times-Dispatch until June 1. A suc- 
cessor will be announced prior to the 
time his resignation here becomes ef- 
fective. 

Mr. Ethfidge came to Richmond as 
general manager of the Times-Dis- 
patch in December, 1934, and was 
elected president and publisher the fol- 
lowing April. 

For nine years he was associated 
with the Macon (Ga.) Telegraph as 
managing editor and as associate edi- 
tor. Later he was a member of the 
Washington staff of the Associated 
Press and then assistant general man- 
ager of the Washington Post. 

In his new position in Louisville, 
Mr. Ethridge will be associated with 
Judge Robert Worth Bingham, now 
United States ambassador to Great 
Britain, and the latter’s son, Barry 
Bingham. In addition to the two pa- 
pers, Mr. Ethridge will have general 
charge of the Courier-Journal radio 
station, WHAS.

At the same time Chairman Cope 
land, democrat, New York, predicted 
the senate commerce committee would 
send a $400,000,000 omnibus flood con- 
trol bill to the senate for final action 


before the end of the week, 

Copeland called an executive meet- 
ing of the committee for tomorrow to 
— the final form of the legisla- 
ion. 

Through Representative Ferguson, 
democrat, Oklahoma, house flood con- 
trol committee member, the army en- 
gineers submitted to Copeland today a 
new policy statement. It stipulated 
that no flood control money should be 
appropriated unless the government 
gets land for projects without cost; 
the government is freed from respon- 
sibility for damage to property, the 
states maintain the works after com- 
pletion; the states contribute 50 per 
cent of the cost of levee and channel 
improvements and the states guaran- 
tee to maintain and operate the proj- 
ects. 

The declaration also says no gov- 
ernment money shal! be allocated for 
projects unless a state or political sub- 
division shall convince Secretary Dern 
that it has adopted a soil conserva- 
tion policy satisfactory to Secretary 
Wallace. 

Under the RFC flood and storm 
loan relief bill the eorporation would 
be authorized to take into considera- 
‘emergency’ conditions con- 
fronting industry and governmental 
agencies in southern storm and eastern 
flood areas and to lend on “reasonable” 
terms for rehabilitation of plants and 
machinery, highways, bridges and 
schools. 

It also would direct the National 
Housing Administration to ease re- 
strictions on government insurance of 
private loans for rehabilitation.

NANCY PAGE 


Here Comes Idaho In Our Roll Call of State Quilt Patterns. 


By FLORENCE La GANKEB. 
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This block always makes me think 
of gros-grain ribbon that folds in and 
out, and up and down around a cen- 


ter square. I suppose that pieces ‘of 
ribbon, scraps of velvet and silk could 
be used for this pillow in place of the 
usual log cabin in which they are 
pieced. But after all this is designed 
for a modern quilt top. It belongs in 
our state series. I am getting some 
exceedingly pretty patterns from read- 
ers all over the country. First thing 
you know, we will have 48 patterns— 
‘each one named after its own state.” 

The Nancy Page quilt club mem- 
bers said they would write to rela- 
tives and friends living in the vari- 
ous states so Nancy could complete 
her series. 


| 


The members clipped the additional $ 


leaflet. They may be obtained by fol- 
lowing the instructions given below. 

They traced the various patterns 
onto lightweight cardboard. They cut 
these out. In the meantime they had 

asted the direction sheet into the 

Yancy Page scrap book. In this pat- 

tern, as in all of Nancy’s, no seams 
are allowed. This means that one- 
quarter or one-eighth inch must be 
allowed on all sides when cutting the 
material. 

Nancy advises her members to lay 
the cardboard patterns on the goods, 
to trace around the outline with a pen- 
cil and then, in cutting, to allow the 
extra quarter inch beyond the pen- 
cilled line. Seaming is done on the 
pencilled line. 

Nancy uses No. 60 white thread for 
piecing. She starts seams in one- 
quarter inch from the ends and edges 
of pieces and ends them that far in, 
too. That allows her to press the 
seams open and flat. 

This block is put together with al- 
ternate blocks of plain white. The 
color scheme may be two shades of 
blue or of green, of rose or yellow 
with the white. Or two contrast- 
ing colors may be used wjth the white 
background. Allow two yards of each 
color and six of white for a double 
bed size quilt.

Son of Noted Early Mayor of 
City Was Born Here 
80 Years Ago. 


John F. Mims, a member of one of 
Atlanta’s oldest and most prominent 
families and the son of the late Gen- 
eral John F. Mims, third mayor of 
the city, died yesterday at the resi- 
dence of a niece, Mrs. J. M. Moore, 
785 Angier Springs road, at the age 
of 3@y 

A native of the city, he was born 
here in 1856 and resided here as a 
child through the strife of the War 
Between the States. He was here when 
the city was burned and assisted his 
family in contributing much to the 
rebuilding of the city into its present 
status as the metropolis of the south. 

He was issociated for many years 
with the Atlanta & West Point rail- 
road, of which his father, General 
Mims, was the president. Mayor 
Mims ‘was noted for his great service 
to the city during his tenure of office 
in 1853 and it was ander his leader- 
ship that the first steps were taken 
toward building.a city hall. Historians 
recorded that greater progress was 
made during the administration of 
Mayor Mims that under any previous 


regime. 
The younger Mr. Mims was one of 
the founders of. the old Couch Manu- 


facturing Company, of East Point, 
‘and for many years was a leading fig- 
‘ure in the business affairs of the city. 
'In later years he had withdrawn from 
'many of his associations. 

He is survived by four other nieces, 
Misses Hattie Mims, Mrs: Henry An- 
dresen, of Louisville, Ky.;.Mrs. H. G. 
Bruce, of Savannah, and Mrs. Floyd 
Butler, of Atlanta, and three nephews, 
Warren Shallcross, Louisville, nd 
Howard and William Mims, of At- 
lanta.

He authorized Sheriff T. L. Henley 
te deputize 100 citizens to preserve 
order and then called for the national 
guard, which hastened to the scene 
from storm-stricken Gainesville. 

The negro, who was shot after he 
stabbed two officers who were taking 
him to jail in Danielsville, was de- 
scribed by physicians as in a weak- 
ened condition because of loss of blood. 
The bullets did not strike vital or- 
gans.

Protect Selves Against 
Traffic, He Declares. 


WASHINGTON, April 13.—>)— 
A plea for co-operation among govern- 
ments as well as individuals in com- 
bating the traffic in nanreotic drugs 
was made today by Secretary Hull in 
a message to the World Narcotic De- 
fense Association in session here. © 

“Time and experience have proved,” 
he said, “that nations acting alone 


selves against the illicit traffic in nar- 
cotic drugs or even to contro] the 
legitimate traffic therein.
